‘The Political Situation 
(Furnished by the Liberal Association, Medicine Hat.) 


Before the next issue the genéral election will be over. 

From every part of the country reports are coming, which in- 
dicate that the tide has definitely turned in favor of the Liberal 
Party. Even its most bitter opponents now admit that the Liber- 
als will have the largest group and the only question is whether or 
not they will have a clear majority in the House over all other par- 
ties combined. The similarity in conditions existing now to those 
which existed in 1896, before the Liberals took office, the tariff 
policy of the Liberal Party favoring abolition of duties on the ne- 
nessaries of life and on the implements of production in the basic 
industries, the broad appeal of Liberalism not to any particular 
class or section, but to all classes and to every section, have had 
their effect, and no one familiar with the political situation now 
doubts that the Liberal Party will be called upon to form a Govern- 
ment in this country. x : : 

There are three candidates for any one of whom the electors in 
Medicine Hat may yote. Without rflecting on Mr. McIntosh in 
any way it may be fairly stated that no Government candidate un- 
der existing conditions could possibly hope to be elected in this con- 
stituency. We must act in the present and for the future. The 
Meighen Government is something of the past. Mr. Gardner ‘s 
supposed to be the Farmers’ Progressive Candidate. But Mr. 
Gardner states that he follows no leader, represents no party and is 
in fact a voice erying in the wilderness, It is not unfair to state 
that if redistribution had taken place prior to this election Mr. 
Gardner would not reside in the Medicine Hat constituency. It is 
inconceivable that the Medicine Hat constituency would under re- 
‘distribution extend north of the Red Deer river. The redistribu- 
tion bill will be introduced in the first session and Mr. Gardner, if 
elected, will represent a constituency in which he wlll not look for 
re-election because he will not be aresident. The so-called recall 
will be in the hands of the electors north of the Red Deer river. 
There will be no incentive to work for the promotion of the inter- 
ests of the southern part of the constituenty. :

Orientals in Vancouver Schools 


Enrollment Is 25 Per Cent. Over Last 
Year’s 

Nearly one thousand Oriezitals are 
attending the public schools.of Van- 
lcouver, these being from one to seven 
years older than the white children in 
the same classes.~ Five hundred ot 
.the students are Japanese, and 491 are 
Chinese, this being an increase of 25 
per cent. over last year’s enrollment. 
Of thirty-three school principals, only 
two have pronounced the Orientals a 
hindrance to efficient -work. There 
are a total of 18,590 children enrglled. 

One of the first Chinese students to 
{pass ‘through a British Columbia 
‘school was Chuin Leong, who was edu- 
cated in New Westminster 20 years 
ago. Chuin Leong has gone to the 
Disarmament Conference in Washing- 
ton, where he will occupy an unofli- 
cial post with the Chinese delegation, 
After leaving New Westminster he 
was educated at Columbia University, 
and finished at the University of Lon- 
don.: He is an authority on Oriental 
diplomacy and business, and has been 
doing important work for his govern- 
ment for the past twelve years. 


Great Future for Trade With Japan 


Japanese Business Men Anxious to 
Establish International Trade 

“I am convinced there is a great 
future for trade between Canada and 
Japan,” said Dr. Takuma Dan, leader 
of the Japanese business men’s mis- 
sion to America and the United King- 
dom,.who arrived at Victoria aboard, 
the Empress of Russia. 

“There is a market for the raw and’ 
manufactured products of Canada in 
Japan, and on the other hand there 
should be a market in this country 
for the manufactures of Japan. 

“We are here to secure knowledge

There are three general classes of 
filling materials; plastics,. silicates 


jand metals. 

The plastics are the various forms 
of dental cements and gutta-percha. 

The silicates are a form_of translu- 
cent cement that is an imitation por- 
jcelain. The colors of the teeth can 
be matched accurately “and this ma- 
terial will last well, preserving the 
tooth and ayolding unsightly disfigure- 
ment that would be present if a metal 
was used in the front of the mouth in 
a large cavity. 

The metals used as filling materjals 
are gold and amalgam, which is prin- 
cipally ‘silver. 

Tin and platinum were used. for 
some .years but they are now obso- 
lete. <A metal is used where there ifs 
great strain on the filling. 

Amalgam, which is an alloy of sil- 
ver made into a paste with mercury, 
is the most widely used filling in the 
world. It has done splendid service 
and is used in those cavities where ap- 
pearance 1s a secondary consideration. 

Gold is considered the most perman- 
ent of the fillings. There are two 
ways of using gold; one is by mallet- 
ing pure gold foil into the cavity and 
thus making the filling in the tooth 
that it is to protect, the other way is 
to-make the filling outside the mouth 
from a very accurate wax pattern of 
the cavity.

Egg Yield Greater 
In Warm Climate 


Experiments Prove Belief of Poultry- 
man to be Correct. 

It_is an old belief amnog poultry- 
men that the climate of a country has 
an appreciable influence on egg pro- 
duction. Most of the world’s records 
for egg production have been made in 
warm tpgmperate climates such as 
prevail in the Southern Atlantic 
Sfates or in the Western Pacific 
States; We woujd expect greater 
production under the same conditions 
in Ontario than in the prairie prov- 
inces and greater production in 
British Columbia than in either of the 
foregoing. Prof, M, C, Herner, of the 
Manitoba Agricultural College, con- 
tends that a hen laying 150 eggs on 
the prairies would likely lay close to 
200 in the east or south. To find out 
whether his contents were right or 
wrong, he shipped, in August, 1919, 
25 White Leghorn pullets. of — his 
heavy laying strain to the poultry de- 
partment of the North Carolina Agri- 
cultural College. A pen of the same 
age, breeding and weight was retained 
at the Manitoba institution, and both 
pens were fed exactly alike. ; 

The difference. in fayor of North 
Carolina was 683 eggs: or an aver: 
age of 25.3 eggs a hen more than in 
Manitoba. The result verifies ola 
contentions as to the importance of 
climate in its relations to egg yields 
but

Birds Caught With Pole and Line 


Puffin of Outer Hebrides Easy to 
» . Secure 

The island of St. Kilda—one of the 
Outer Hebrides, off the coast of Scot- 
land-—is less than two square miles 
in area, and yet they tower above 
the surf cliffs which rise to more than 
From its very 
location in the northern seas, St. 
Kilda is a natural home or resting 
place for myriads of bids. 

One can imagine an Ornithologist 
spending months, if not years, study- 
ing the favorite haunts, the nests, the 
habits and the love dreams of our 
feathered friends, Indeed, so solitary 
are these rocky heights, often capped 
by clouds and shrouded in mists 
which rise from the seething sea, that 
a bird lover can get close without 
frightening them away. 

Chief among the birds that interest 
the more practical bird hunters on 
St. Kilda is fhe puffin. Instead of 
carrying @ gun and spending powder 
and good lead upon a pullin, the hunt- 
er hies him to the heights with a fish- 
pole-and a line. 

The pole is usually made of deal 
and is nine or ten feet long. -The line 
is-made into a noose of horsehair and 
quills. 

Armed wiih this outfit, the hunter 
pushes the noose along the ground 
close to the puffin, It requires but 
one deft twist ofan experienced

wrist to drop the noose over the

The public debt. of Canadd(is seven to eight times what it was seven 
years ago, and the great bulk of this enormous increase in debt represents 
money borrowed at a much higher rate of interest than this Dominion was 

| talled upon to pay prior to 1914, The result is that C; ada’s annual interest 
charges are now almost, if not quite, equal to the total reyenue and expendl- 
ture of the Dominion a comparatively few years ago. ‘> 

In addition to this tremendous drain upon the revehues of the country, 
Canada has a national railway system which is operating at a loss of more 
than a million dollars a week. Sir Joseph Flavelle, now chief of the Cana- 
dian National Railways directorate, declared a few weeks ago that the loss for 
1921 would be between $67,000,000 and $75,000,000. He added that the sys- 
tem would continue to lose money and he estimated that it would be from 
three to five years before it could even pay operating expenses, and that it 


might be ten years before interest chargés as well. could be: covered by | 


earnings, x 

Canada also has today an extensive Government Merchant Marine which 
fs operating at a loss, with many vessels tied up idle in harbors, and the 
capital value of the ships enormously depreciated as,;compared with their 
original cost. f 

Coupled with these facts the country is faced with a declining revenue 
from Customs occasioned by decreased avorld trade, and the decreased buying 
power of the Canadian. people. . 

Faced with such a situation in his personal business, what would a keen 
financier, manufacturer, or business man, do What, in fact, do such men 
always do when they find liabilities and debts piling up? There is sired one 
answer: They cut out every item of expenditure they possibly can; t by stop 
expenditures on new ventures unléss they are of an immpdiate revenue and 
profit producing character; they throw all their skill and energy, into bring- 
ing their expenditure within the limits of their revenues, and yeldly refrain 
from ineurring any new liabilities. 
sources and devote careful attention to the strengthening of their credit. 

And surely that which long experience ‘has taught the keen financier and 
commercial magnate to be good business, is equally good business for the 
nation. But is Canada profiting by the. lessons of such experience? It 
would seem to be necessary to record @ negative answer. 

In the press reports we still read of contracts being awarded for great 
works, such as drydocks for the Pacific Coast, to cost millions of dollars. 
Reports of the launchings of new ships for the Government Metchant Marine 
still appear in print although It is an acknowledged fact that there is now a 
‘surplus of world shipping and those now in commission are losing money. 
Only the other day announcement was made that it had been decided to re- 
vive the building of wooden ships on the Pacific Coast. 

With declining business and falling revenues, a business man loses no 
time in decreasing his staff; but in Canada our Governments continue to pay 
salaries "to a top-heavy civil service, employing two and three men, or women, 
where one would be sufficient for the work demanding attention. 

At a time—three years after the close of the war—when Canada should 
be beginning to gradually reduce the great debt created by the war, the ap- 


palling fact is that the national debt is still increasing, little or no attempt is, 


. made to restrict expenditures, and .certainly no truly courageous effort is 
made to meet the needs of an exceedingly serious situation. 

The inevitable result is. that taxation is not only heavier than ever be- 
fore known in this Dominion, but it is increasing, as it is bound to increase 
with every addition to the national debt, and as it must continue to increase 
until’'a vigorous and really effective attempt is made to stop all unnecessary 
expenditures, eliminate all waste dnd extravagance, and reduce the total of 
all national expenditures to 4 figure, not only within the revenue, but which 
will produce a surplus to apply in the reduction of the existing debt. ; 

This ig not a political article’in a partizan sense. The situation we 
lrave outlined in regard to the Dominion is‘more or less true in many of the 
provinces and municipalities. The debt of Ontario has been largely increas- 
ed, while‘ recent figures show that the gross debt of the City of Toronto was 
increased by nearly $26,000,000 between January 1 and September 30 of this 
year. : 

In view of present world conditions, this tendency to add to national, pro- 
vincial amfi municipal debts is all wrong. It is ‘time the people, who must 
bear the burden and who will be the chief sufferers in the lorfg run if a halt 
is not soon called, must emphatically demand a return to sanity and the 
exercise of the same prudence in the management of public business which 
the great majority of them insist upon in the handling of their private affairs.

Any body of trees which gives pro- 


jtection to buildings or crops may be 


called a windbreak, ‘This article has 
to do, however, only .-with belts .of 
trees planted about fields and farm 
buildings, especially for the purpose 
of breaking the force of the wind. The 
typical windbreak is a belt cohsisting 
of from six to eight rows of trees and 
usually from a quarter of a mile to a 
mile in length. 

The influence of a timber windbreak 
upon air currents is purely mechani 
cal. Its effectiveness depends, there- 
fore, upon how nearly impenetrable it 
is. ' The ordinary windbreak does not 
provide an absolute barrier to - the 
wind; a certain amount of air forces 
its way between the branches and foli- 
nuge of the trees, so that the move- 
ment of the alr on the leeward ‘side is 
not completely stopped but only great- 
ly reduced. When windbreaks com- 
liosed of such thees as cottonwood be- 
come old, wide openings are left be- . 
teen the bare trunks, and moré wind 
Sets through near the ground than 
higher up.
